Chap 87. 	An act to amend "an act to incorporate the city of Racine." 

THE people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly do enact as follows : 

-Duties impos. • SECTION 1. That from and after the passage of this act, the 
ad on Mayor. connection of the city and town of Racine for town purposes shall 

be dissolved ; and the duties now or hereafter imposed on the su-
pervisors of towns, so far as relates to the city of Racine, shall Iv 
imposed upon the mayor'and council of said city. and the annual 
election of the officers of said city shall be.. holden on the first 
Tuesday of April in each year, instead of the second Monday Of 
April in t ach year, as not provided by the city charter. 

Powers, &o.  ' Sao. 2. The mayor of said city .shall have all the powers and 
exercise the jurisdiction Of justices of the peace in this state, in 
addition to the powers now conferred on him, by giving bond as 
required by law.• 

Jnstiees, how 	SEC. 3. There Shall be elected in said city, at the annual' elec- 
Wee ted . 	tion, one superintendent of schools, and two justices of the peace, 

one of which said justices, to be determined by lot, shall go out of 
office in one year, and one to continue two years ; and thereafter 
one justice is to he elected annually to hold his office for two • 
years. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts heretofore passed, repugnant 
to this 'act, are hereby repealed.
